The present application was filed on January 20, 2004, with the necessary filing fee, a 64 
page specification, 27 sheets of drawings, signed Declaration, two identical compact discs 
containing a Computer Listing Appendix and a preliminary amendment, along with other 
documents. The compact discs included a total of 17 files in two folders. The preliminary 
amendment amended the specification to add a reference to the compact discs and to list the files 
stored thereon. A copy of the return receipt postcard filed with the application is enclosed 
herewith as Exhibit 1 to the attached Declaration of John G. Rauch. 

On April 19, 2004, a Notice of Omitted Items in a Nonpro visional Application was 
mailed from the USPTO in connection with this application. According to the notice, 

the office is unable to read all the files on the compact disc(s). A new 
duplicate set of discs is required. This includes bad media, viruses and 
unknown or corrupted filed format. 

A review of the file copy of the compact disc maintained with applicant's file for the application 
disclosed that the file contained two files in a format other than the ASCII format required by 37 
C.F.R. § 1.52(e)(i)(3). These files were named motx.pjt and wirbd3_5.pjt. The remaining files 
on the file copy of the disc were in ASCII format. 

To correct the noted deficiency, applicants submit herewith the required duplicate set of 
compact discs.
